LAST YANGTZE 
VALLEY DEFENSE 
FALLS TO JAPAN 


Shanghai, 
July 
26 
(A P)—Tile 
Japanese command announced its 
arm y had at last opened a path for 
a m ajor offensive against Hankow 
Lxiay by occupying Klukiang and 
thereby 
breaking 
the 
principal 
Chinese defense line in the Yangtze 
valley. 
Kiukiang is 135 miles down the 
Yangtze river from Hankow, pro­ 
visional Chinese capital. The Ja p a ­ 
nese had tried more than three 
weeks to force entry into the city. 
The arm y of Nippon entered it 
this 
morning, 
the 
Japanese 
a n ­ 
nounced, after Chinese defenses be­ 
gan to crumble late Monday night. 
Chinese claims to the contrary, the 
Japanese said Generalissimo C hiang 
K ai-Shek s troops were retreating to 
the west and southwest, presum ably 
hoping later to swing back north 
to form new defenses for the capital. 
W hile the army completed its oc­ 
cupation of Kiukiang, the Japanese 
announcem ent 
related, 
Japanese 
warships advanced slowly through 
m ine fields in the Yangtze and. 
w ith arm y and navy airforces, joined 
in shelling and bombing the re ­ 
treating Chinese. 
T he Japanese said the fall of 
K iukiang culminated a forceful of­ 
fensive begun last Saturday, when 
troops landed on the west bank of 
Lake Poyang. 
Heavy rains ham ­ 
pered continuance of the advance 
until Monday. 
C apture of the city was said to 
have broken the Chinese defense 
line stretching from K iukiang 90 
miles southward along the west bank 
of Lake Poyang to N anchang, the 
Chinese air base. 
All the Chinese positions in the 
Yangtze valley were wobbling, the 
Japanese asserted, and “it is only 
a m atter of time until their col­ 
lapse.” 
T he Tokyo troops claimed control 
of 450 miles of the Yangtze, with 
"Hankow the next objective ” 
T he battle for Kiukiang ap p ar­ 


ently was one of the most damaging 
of the war. Both sides threw heavy 
re-inforcem ents into the fight, much 
of it at short distances with small 
arms.
